Each state’s share will be based 
on its polio incidence for the five 
years 1947 through 1951. The 
amount will be 40 cubic centime- 
ters for each case reported in the 
middie year of that period—in 
Missouri 1950, when there were 
412 cases. The average anti-polio

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dose is seven cubic centimeters. 
Jefferson City Meeting. 

Dr. E. A. Belden, head of the 
bureau of communicable disease 
control of the Missouri Division 
of Health at Jefferson City, has 
invited public health leaders to a 
meeting there to establish state- 
wide policy on how the meager 
supplies of gamma globulin shall 
be distributed. The date has not 
been set. 

He said consideration would be 
given to a plan for setting aside 
a certain amount of the serum 
for measles and infectious hepa- 
titis, a jaundice disease for which 
it also is useful.

ported by these correspondents 
yesterday, the President is now 
considering the finding of an air 
defense study group of the most 
highly qualified American scien- 
tists. formed by the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology 
under Air Force contract. This 
is the group known as Project 
Lincoln, which also bore the 
name of the Summer Study 
Group when the working party 
was expanded for final review 
purposes last summer. The scien- 
tists of this group have in effect 
offered the President a simple but 
enormous choice. 

16-Billion Dollar Program. 

On the one hand, they have 
solemniy warned that this coun- 
try will be nakedly exposed to 
air-atomic destruction by the 
Kremlin within the short period 
of two years. On the other hand, 
they promised a reasonable 
measure of security against this 
fearful danger, if the President 
will order a comprehensive air 
defense program, incorporating 
the most recent scientific ad- 
vances, at an estimated cost of 
16 to 20 billion dollars. The 
President must choose whether 
to spend the money or run the 
risks. 

The contrail sightings on the 
northern, hemispheric fringe bear 
on the project Lincoln-Summer 
Study Group findings in several 
different ways. They illustrate in 
the first place the weakness of 
our existing air defense system. 

American planes reconnoitering 
the fringes of the Soviet empire 
have been rath-r frequently in- 
tercepted, and at least one of 
them—the Navy Privateer in the 
Baltic incident—has actually been 
shot down. The Soviet recon- 
naissance missions have been 

wn, in contrast, without once 
ehcountering interception. 

Still more significantly, the 
contrails the Soviet bombers left 
behind them have provided, in 
almost all instances, the only evi- 
dence of their passage through 
our air.

It is possible, moreover, 
that these turbo-prop heavy bomb- 
ers are a mirage of the intelli- 
gence experts. One must hope 
that there has been no such pro- 


duction, or that it has been very, 
very slow indeed. 


Scientists vs. Airmen. 

Yet hopes will not solve the 
problem that now stares President 
Eisenhower in the face. And the 
problem is complicated, not mere- 
ly by arguable calculations of So- 
viet strength and American weak- 
ness, not merely by grave eco- 
nomic danger, but also by a cru- 
cially important theoretical argu- 
ment between the scientific ana- 
lysts and the uniformed airmen. 

To introduce this debate, it is 
necessary to note that the uni- 
formed airmen are not exactly 
impartial and impersonal judges 
of the Project Lincoln-Summer 
Study Group findings. In the 
first place, although Lincoln was 
an Air Force project, the findings, 
for reasons still unexplained, 
were directly presented to the Na- 
tional Security Council and the 
White House. Ever since, consid- 
eration of these findings has con- 
tinued on this highest level, rath- 
er than centering in the air staff. 

This procedure has been char- 
acterized in the Air Force as 
“the big end run.” Most Air 
Force comments on the findings 
are at least a bit tinged with the 
bitterness of a flouted bureaucra- 
cy. In addition, air defensive 
power has a very serious draw- 
back in the eyes of most of our 
air generals, including the high- 
est in rank. This drawback can 
be simply described: Air defen- 
sive power is not strategic air 
power.

can President Teddy Roosevelt, 
not by the Democrats. He gently 


chided Nebraska’s Senator Butler

He 
warned that if mid-East oil is cut 
off, the United States Navy would 
desperately need submerged oil. 
Most telling of all, he reminded 
the oil companies that if the Hol- 
land or Daniel bills are passed, 
the oil companiés won’t be able 
to drill for about 10 years, be- 
cause tidelands oil will be tied up 
in litigation.

1. Secretary of the Interior 
McKay said in effect: “Give 
the three states everything.” 


2. The State Department said: 
“The states cannot have any- 
thing beyond historical bound- 
aries—three miles for most 
states, 10 1-3 miles for Texas.” 

3. Attorney General Brownell 
said: “Give the three states 
the oil under the sea, but 
give them no title.” 

NOTE — Later, Senator Daniel 
went to the White House, follow- 
ing which Eisenhower in effect re- 
versed his Attorney General, came 
out for giving states both the oil 
and the title.

Mr. Childs, after reviewing the unusual quali- 
fications of the President's choice for the ardu- 
ous assignment at Moscow, says the Republican 
opposition to Mr. Bohlen would justify anyone 
who had missed the election returns “in assum- 
ing that a Democratic Administration still held 
the White House.” Mr. Childs correctly suggests 
that this intra-party controversy over a wholly 
meritorious presidential appointment raises a 
question as to whether the Republicans in Con- 
gress “can overcome the habit of opposition.”

In conflict with that, Senator Bridges of 
New Hampshire, president pro tempore of the 
Senate, describes the opposition as “mushroom- 
ing.“ Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin clearly is 
in for making a battle of it, Senators Knowland 
of California and Ferguson of Michigan joined in 
delaying a vote in the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 

Meantime the Democrats in the Senate, accord- 


ing to Senator Sparkman of Alabama, support 


the President’s choice almost unanimously. The 
White House's strongest defender on this issue 
so far is a Democrat, Senator Fulbright of Ar- 
kansas, who hopes that “for the good of the 
country the support of the Republican members 
of the Senate can be obtained in some way by 
the new Administration for its policies and nom- 
inations.”

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Easing Tensions in Belleville . 

„ The marked easing of civilian-military friction 
in the Belleville area shows what can be done 
when intelligence and good will are employed 
as tools to eliminate suspicions and improve mu- 
tual understanding. 

This ig not to say that relations between our 
airmen at Scott Air Force Base and their civilian 
neighbors in Belleville are letter perfect. Obvi- 
ously the millenium has not arrived. But there 
has been surprising progress along the road to 
tolerance, and this is a gain not only for the 
civilian and military communities but for the 
whole metropolitan area as well.

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Fulfilling a Pledge 

One of. President Eisenhower’s most positive 
pledges, during and after the campaign, was his 
statement that he would do everything within 
the power of his office to end racial segregation 
in the nation's capital. 

It is gratifying to record that, in the spirit of 
that promise, the Administration has, intervened 
in two Supreme Court cases affecting home rule 
and civil rights in the District of Columbia. 

Attorney General Brownell has filed a brief 
in support of two laws, passed in 1872 and 1873, 
forbidding segregation in restaurants. He has 
also asked the court to remove any doubt of 
thé constitutional authority of Congress to grant 
home rule to the district. 

These steps are only the first of many that 
could be taken to throw the full weight of the 
executive branch into the balance in favor of 
equal rights in Washington.

Upon a broad, ambitious canvas, Suzanne 
Butler has splashed in gaudy colors an as- 
sortment of characters sufficiently strong- 
willed to do justice to any of the latter~<day 
historical novels.

JUDGE KILLOREN ‘WINS 


1953 AWARD OF HONOR} 


Selected by Lawyers’ Associa- 
tion in Recognition of 
His Services. 


Judge William H. Killoren, the 
senior judge in point of service 
on the circuit bench here, will 
receive the 1953 Award of Honor 
presented by the Lawyers’ Associ- 
ation' of St. Louls, it was an- 
nounced today. 


The award is given annually by 
the association to a member of 
the legal profession in honor of 
his record of service. It will be 
presented at a banquet to be held 
late next month. 

Judge Killoren is in his twenty- 
fourth year on the bench. Elected 
in 1920, he was re-elected in 1926, 
but in 1932, as the Republican 
nominee for a third successive 
term, he was defeated, and went 
into private law practice. 

In 1941, he was appointed by 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell to fill 
a vacancy caused by the death of 
Judge Frank C. O'Malley. It was 
the first appointment under the 
non-partisan court plan adopted 
in 1940. He was re-elected in 
1942 and 1948, hoth times receiv- 
ing the largest favorable vote of 
the Bar Association of six judges 
set up for retention. 

Judge Killoren, who is 65 years 
old, is a native of St. Louis and 
lives at 6201 Westminster place. 
He was graduated from the Wash- 
ington University School of Law 
in 1909, and was an associate

criticism leveled against physicians and surgeons is 
that doctors sat disease these days instead of people 
that patients are cases to doctors rather than human be- 
ings needing help. | 

This criticism is partly valid against some physicians 
surgeons. Regarding patients as cases is particularly 
to occur in large medical centers and those “clinics” 
Using production-line methods. However, the hospitals of 
many medical schools currently are making changes in teach- 
ing methods and emphasis to refocus attention n the patient 
as a person. Such re-emphasis is essential to the rounded 
training of new general practitioners for rural areas, which 
these schools are pledged to produce.

PART OF THE CRITICISM is not justified because some 
dehumanization is inevitable under modern conditions 
medical practice. Let's consider the facts: * 
The horse and buggy doctor now so fondly remembered 
lived in a stable community with little ebb and flow of hu- 
manity. He saw the same patients year after year. He de- 
livered their children and treated those children and their 
children, They were people to him because he knew them in- 
timately. And his patients knew him and trusted him with 
Personal details of their lives, their hopes and their sorrows. 
Relative to today, it was a leisurely era. 

Not so now. Except in the smallest towns, people move 
@round a lot, changing doctors as they go. It is extremely 
_ fare today for a physician to treat a family long enough really 
te know it's members.

Half a Home

T was a good thing the real parents of the baby backed down 
| in order to settle the dispute over whose child it was, 

King Solomon proposed to cut it in two and give half to each 
party. This would have settled the case, all right, but it weuld 
have ruined the baby. 

Parents who rush into divorce, however, do not display the 
compassion for their children that moved the real mother in 
the case before Solomon. “Cut the child in half,” they cry. 
“Each of us will take half.” In effect, that is what those 
“six-months-with-him-and-six-months-with-her” divorce decree 
clauses really mean. 

X X * 

MRS. A. ISN’T ABLE TO UNDERSTAND this. She writes, 
“My husband and I are getting a divorce, and above all I want 
to consider the welfare of our 8-year-old son.” 

(I'll interrupt you right here, Mrs. A., to say that I don't 
believe you! If you wanted above 4ll to consider the welfare 
of your son, you wouldn't get a divorce. You'd go to work 
and straighten out your marital difficulties. Now go on with 
the story.) 

“My husband and I have had our difficulties, but I must 
admit that he has been a good father, and Junior is intensely 
devoted to him. My lawyer says the court will give me posses- 
sion of the boy without any question, but I wonder if I should 
really ask for this. Do you think it would be better if I agreed 
that his father should have him for half of each year while I 
took him the other half?”

NO, I DON’T, MRS. A. You are proposing, in effect, that 
each parent take half of a child, and that is no more a satisfac- 
tory solution than it was in Solomon’s case. A child needs a 
home. You are deliberately depriving him of the home that he 
needs—and from your lengthy letter I conclude that the divorce 
is entirely unnecessary. But if he can’t have the home that he 
needs, he ought to have some kind of a home, instead of half a 
home. 

In any case (and there are unfortunately hundreds of thou - 
sands of them), it is important that the child have a very clear 
and definite understanding as to where his home is, so that he 
can put down as many roots as possible. He should feel unmis- 
takably that his home is in one particular place, and that when 
he is away from that he is away from home. He may, be away 
from home a great deal: he may enjoy himself thoroughly away 
from home; but he has as much feeling of security as possible 
because he knows he has a home and he knows exactly where 
it is. From this point of view an inferior home may be better 
for the child than two or three superior places to live, none of 
which he can consider as his real home. 

A child shouldn't be pulled apart in the way you propose, 
and in the way that a great many of the offspring of divorce 
are pulled apart. Either let him make his home with you and 
understand that when he is with his father he is visiting, or let 
him make his home with his father and understand that when 
he is with you he is visiting. His visit might last for most of 
the year, but it is still a visit—he isn't home. You can’t afford 
to confuse and cheat him by depriving him of the comfort of 
khowing that somewhere he has a real home,

She had money. She had ad- 
mirers. She was a celebrity in 
her own way, having been voted 
New York’s Debutante No. 1.

Oona also has a sense of hu- 
mor.

Of course I'm not 
lace-curtain—I'’m shanty Irish and 
proud of it. How do I feel about 
being a glamour girl?

To friends, she said:

He is 
instinctively against anything that 
seems to threaten his personal 
freedom—income tax, censorship, 
the responsibilities of citizenship. 


The big question in the Chap- 
lin ideology case, it would seem, 
is not whether he has ever been 
an actual part of the Communist 
party apparatus. From the evi- 
dence so far that sppears very 
doubtful. 

More probably what the Im- 
migration Service is concerned 
with p is whether Char- 
lie’s alleged sympathy for the 
Soviets, his alignment with Red 
“fronts” and his use of the for- 
tune garnered in America have 
been against the best interests 
of this nation, his foster country.
